May it please tour Excellency, 

This Report refers to the proceedings and Expenditure of the 
Congested Districts Board for Ireland for the financial year ended 
on the 31st of March, 1897, but some occurrences of a subsequent 
date are also referred to as we do not see any objection to going 
ontside the period specially under review in order to complete the 
narration of a transaction that was pending on the 3 1st of March, 
or to mention some matter of interest that might be less interest- 
ing if a reference to it were kept over for our next Keport. 

Donations. 

No donations were received by us during the financial year Donation!, 
ended on the 31st of March, 1897, unless we include grants of 
money presented in some cases by Grand Juries in aid of works 
carried out at the joint expense of the Congested Districts Board 
for Ireland and various Grand Juries. 

Moneys for the Purposes of the Board. 

The income of the Board remains at £41,250 a year, and we iacome. 
think that a close examination of the work that has been done 
by the Board since its formation would justify the granting of an 
increased income. By the provisions of the Land Law (Ireland) 

Act, 1896, the Board were enabled to borrow money from the 
Land Commission for the purchase of lands required for migration 
or the amalgamation of holdings, and negotiations are accordingly 
pending in many cases for the purchase of lands. But while 
the purchase-money is provided by loans from the Land Com- 
mission, the amount to be spent on carrying out the enlargement 
and improvement of holdings still comes out of the Board’s income, 
and their power of purchasing land is therefore limited by the very 
small amount that is available for dealing with lauds when pur- 
chased. The rents received by the Board while lands are being 
re-apportioned and improved must be set against the repayment 
instalments of the loans made by the Land Commission for the 
purchase of Estates. 

We also invite close inspection into the value of our efforts for 
the improvement of Agriculture, Fisheries, and Industries, and 
also into the other methods adopted by us for improving the 
condition of the inhabitants of those districts confided to our 
charge by the Legislature. 
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The poverty, and, in some cases, the destitution, prevalent ■ 
these districts is undeniable, and We consider it has been cW' 3 
established by our efforts that much can be done by a reiabV' 
smalL expenditure towards permanently improving the conditio 
of the people with whom we have to deal; but additional fa,'" 
would be necessary in any attempt to more rapidly 
thoroughly develop the resources of the districts, and ■' 
afford an opportunity to the inhabitants of raising themself 
out of the chronic poverty in which they have been sm&T* 
generations.

I. AGRICULTURE.

Eleven example holdings have been continued in operarionh 
the counties of Galway and Mayo; and we established a 
hundred and seventy-one experimental plots in the coimtiess 
Donegal, Galway, Mayo, and Cork, for the purpose of tesE? 
the relative merits of different kinds of — 


(a.) Wheats ; 

(6.) Manures for top-dressing grass ; 

(c.) Manures for turnips and mangolds ; 

(d.) Mixtures of grass and clover seeds ; 

(e.) Manures for the potato ; 

and also of testing the efficacy of lime as a preventive (if “Bujf 
and toe ” in turnips. 
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This being the first attempt to carry out anything approaching 
to carefully conducted experiments on the small holdings in the 
Congested Districts hy means of the Board’s Instructors, con- 
siderable difficulties were experienced, hut, on the whole, a large 
amount of useful information was obtained and disseminated 
even in these instances in which the occupiers of plots failed 
to adhere accurately to instructions. 

The experimental plot is most useful, as it affords information 
which can be gained by practical experience only as to the 
manures and seeds best suited to each locality, and the speoial 
conditions which govern their profitable use. For instance, in 
some districts basic slag is one of the most suitable manures 
which can be applied, especially for grass land ; in others it is 
not at all so good_ for general use as is superphosphate. So 
many unforeseen circumstances interfered with the workino- of 
the plots in the first year of their adoption, that the results 
obtained have only been recorded with accuracy in. those 
instances in which the plots were fairly well worked. It is 
believed that as local agriculturists have, more or less, orasped 
the idea of working such plots, much better results will 0 attend 
future efforts. 

In addition to the experimental plots, a considerable number of 
example plots, as explained in former reports, were put in opera- 
tion, with fairly satisfactory results. 

About 282 tons of artificial manures, and about 120 tons of Sale of S«.a s 
farm seeds were sold. The greater portion of the seeds, consisted and Manors* 
of seed oats and seed potatoes: with the object of providing seed 
potatoes at a moderate cost, arrangements had been made with a 
number of persons at different centres, to supply potatoes from seed 
issued the year before by the Board, the produce being sold to the 
Board at a contract price, sufficient to remunerate the grower 
for expenses of cultivation : a large quantity of seed potatoes of 
the "Wonder, Beauty of Bute, and Antrim varieties were thus 
disposed of, but it was not found possible to dispose of the entire 
quantity at a price sufficient to cover the cost of production. 

A loss was therefore incurred, as a lai’ge quantity of the 
potatoes had to be sold in the ordinary market at low prices, 
buch a loss would not have been incurred in an ordinary year, 
but last spring the supply of seed potatoes was so plentiful, that 
few were willing to purchase fresh seed at anything above the 
price at which local seed was obtainable, and in many districts 
the particular varieties mentioned were not known and appre- 
ciated. rr 

It is of the greatest importance that suitable varieties of Experiments 
potatoes should be available to help to take the place of the'"’' 1 !' different 

ampion lor a portion of the crop on each holding ; and for Potatoes ° f 
tins purpose arrangements were made to work a series of 
expenmental plots in the season of 1897, for testing the relative' 

ents ot different varieties of potatoes, Ninety-seven plots were’ 
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accordingly prepared for this experiment, and on all these plots 
we tried the following nine kinds of potatoes : — 

Beauty of Hebron, Garton, 

Up-to-Date, Mayn Crop, 

Antrim, Irish White, and 

Wonder, Champion. 

Beauty of Bute, 

We also tried Ardcairn Beauty on seventy-seven plots, and 
Snowdrop on twenty plots. Of course, it must not be supposed 
that the Board thought that no other kinds of potato should 
be tried. A beginning was made with these eleven kinds, 
and it is proposed that these and other kinds should be tried next 
year and that similar experiments may be continued, if desirable, 
in later years. 

The information so far obtained relates mainly to the yield of 
the various kinds that were tried : their keeping qualities cannot 
be tested until next summer. The Vp-to-Date has turned out to 
be under average conditions, the heaviest cropping main-crop 
potato of those tried. The Irish White (which is believed to be 
the same as the variety called the The Gawkey in. some districts), 
seems to be a very suitable variety for cultivation on poor wet 
soil. The Champion, though usually inferior to the Up-to-M 
on our experimental plots, has well maintained its position as a 
cropper as compared with any of the other varieties, and probably 
will continue to be a general favourite for the main-crop for 
some time to come. The Beauty of Hebron appears to be well 
suited for cultivation in congested districts in small quantiesfor 
early use where it can he planted in dry, fairly good, well cul- 
tivated land. Other varieties that we tried have done well, but 
they were not appreciated to any great extent by the owners of 
the experimental plots. The following table shows the result in 
a summarized form. 

Table showing, with respect to each variety of Potato, the number of 
instances in which the yield on the plots exceeded a specified weight 
per Acre. This Table is a Summary of the results obtained in the five 
centres selected for experiments under the Board, viz. : — The Districts 
of Carbisakt, Glenties, Claremokuis, Clifden, and Dumus.

Tlurinff the summer and autumn of 1896 demonstrations in Prevention of 
the method of spraying potato plants with Bordeaux Mixture P»t“to ^easc. 
for the prevention of potato disease were given in parts of the 
counties Donegal, Leitrim, Mayo, Galway, Kerry, and Cork. The 
demonstrations were not attended with as much interest as 
usual owino to the exceptionally heavy potato crops grown in 
the period under review. We may anticipate our next report 
hv stating that we spent a sum of £700 in spraying operations 
in 1897 and the result once more afforded clear proof of the 
usefulness of spraying potatoes. 

Operations at Knockboy were restricted to the work neces- p or6 stry. 
sarv for maintaining in good order the land already planted, 
and consisted principally of cleaning drains, repairing fences, 
and cutting grass on the planted land. The young trees in the 
nursery are so far getting on very well. It is not considered 
desirable to plant any additional land pending further experience 
with respect to what has already been done. 

Small nurseries have been established under the charge of the Frnittrees.&c. 
Instructors at Carrigart and Durrus, for the sale of fruit trees, 
trees for shelter, and hedge-plants, to small occupiers in the 
surrounding districts. No trees have been sold at Durrus, but 
considerable numbers were sold at Carrigart. 


Our operations for the improvement of the breed of horses in Horse- 
the congested districts have proceeded on the same lines as here- 
tofore, and we append a Table showing the places at which our vni., page 42 . 
several horses were stationed. 

Of these sixteen were hackneys, five Welsh cobs, one thorough- 
bred, one hunter sire, one Barb, and one Arab. One thorough- 
bred met with an accident and was unfit for service during the 
entire season. The total number of service orders issued for 
the 25 horses were 1,006, or an average of 40 per horse. One of 
the stallions was hired for the season. Two thoroughbred mares 
were purchased for breeding purposes. 

We have read with attention the most interesting reports of 
the Vice Legal Commission on Horse-breeding, but we do not 
derive from the evidence given by persons acquainted with the 
conditions prevailing in the congested districts any information

A considerable demand for Spanish donkeys has sprung u • 
several parts of the world, and it has been found impossible"^ 
procure them at a reasonable price. It is, therefore, the ini** 
tion of the Board to breed from half-bred Spanish jennies vis 
a pure bred Spanish jack animals that it is thought -yill be y 
suitable for the purposes for which they are required Grrai 
improvement in the type of young donkeys in several districts ' 
already visible. 


During the year eighty-four hulls were supplied for use in 
the congested districts. It is observed with satisfaction that 
the Galloway bulls havo increased in popularity, especially in 
the Connemara district, and that the effect produced by the in 
troduetion of this breed is now very marked. Twenty-one 
Kerry springers were brought from Kerry to Connemara and 
there disposed of without difficulty, the experience of those who 
purchased Kerries in the two previous seasons haring been 
satisfactory^. 

The system of giving out rams gratuitously for service for the 
season has been abandoned : eighty Highland, forty-one Cheviot, 
and twelve Clune Forest rams have been sold at specially low 
rates to sheep-owners in the congested districts. It is regretted 
that, the facilities for dipping sheep afforded by the permanent 
dipping station, at Doon, and the portable troughs supplied for 
use in Clifden, Tourmakeady, and Glonties districts, have not 
been much availed of by local sheep-owners. 

Eight Yorkshire hoars have been sold under the usual con- 
ditions. 


In June, 1896, Miss Costello, who had occasionally bees 
employed for purposes of giving instruction, was engaged as a 
poultry expert to the Board, and all operations in connection 
with the Board’s poultry farms, for the distribution of eggs for 
breeding purposes, have since then been carried out under her 
superintendence. Miss Costello is required to visit all the poultry 
farms twice annually ; she instructs the poultry farmers as to 
the general management of their poultry, and arranges for the 
further distribution or interchange of poultry. About 50,000 
eggs, principally of the Black Minorca and Plymouth Bock breed! 
are now distributed in the setting season. In a few instances it 
has been considered advisable to establish poultry farms for the 
distribution of eggs of the Faverolle or other breeds suitable for 
table purposes. 

A Depot for cramming poultry has been established at Carri- 
gart, county Donegal, under the charge of an expert from Sussex, 
hut the fattening of fowl in that district has not so far been a 
financial success. Mr. D. Moriarty, of Killarney, who started a 
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poultry-cramming establishment in 1895, has given considerable 

assistance and advice with respect to the distribution of poultry- 
in his district, and at his suggestion a few flocks of breeds suit- 
able for producing table poultry, have been established in the 
congested districts near Kiilarney with satisfactory results. 

Mr. Turlough B. O’Brjen, has continued to act for the Board, Bee-keeping, 
as expert in bee-keeping, in which capacit}' he affords advice and 
instruction to bee-keepers in tbe congested districts. One hundred 
and four hives have been supplied to bee-keepers in congested 
districts during the year, the greater portion having been sold to 
small occupiers at reduced rates on a system of payments by in- 
stalments. Mr. Edgar B. Drought assisted Mr. O’Bryen for 
a fortnight during the summer, when the demands for instruction 
were very numerous. There is every reason to believe that the 
great majority of those who have adopted improved methods of 
bee-keeping with the assistance of the Board, are satisfied with 
the results so far obtained, and it is anticipated that the number 
of bee-keepers will be largely increased. 

In one district the disease known as “ Foul Brood” made its 
appearance and the Board have, with the consent of the bee- 
owners, taken tbe most stringent measures for stamping out this 
most infectious disease. In the steps that were taken Mr. 

O’Bryen had the most valuable assistance of tbe Rev. A, H. Delap 
who possesses great experience in all matters relating to bee- 
keeping. From the same clergyman we also learned some most 
interesting facts as to the progress of bee-keeping in parts of 
the County Donegal since the year 1894, when the Board first 
gave assistance there. In the first year the supply of honey from 
the district of Fanad was doubled, and theindustry continues to 
improve. In the year 1803 there were twenty-six stocks of bees 
in Fanad, of which only six produced honey in sections, giving a 
return of 1 80 in number. N o information can be got as to the 
weight of honey produced by the remaining twenty stocks. In 
the Spring of 1897, fifty-three stocks had wintered safely, and 
1,627 sections were taken, being equivalent in value, at a low 
average of the prices received, to £61 Os. 8 d. One man paid the 
rent of his farm out of the price of his honey. In Fanad, and 
presumably at many other places, it is considered that each hive 
makes a nett animal profit of £1, so that farmers can readily es- 
timate how many hives are of equal value to a pig. 

Last year it was seen by the Board that in order to make the Honey Depot, 
keeping of bees a profitable occupation for people in remote 
parts of the country it would be necessary, for the first couple 
of years at all events, to market the honey of any bee-keepers 
who were themselves unable to find a purchaser. We accord- 
ingly issued a circular to those who had obtained hives, and 
stocks of bees from them, stating that we were prepared to pur- 
chase any honey that might be offered for sale, and special boxes 
were also provided for sending the honey to Dublin, where a 
building with suitable fittings was prepared for storing the 
honey pending re-sale. 
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' The Board while ready, if necessary, to sell the honey in small 
lots, decided in the first instance to endeavour to dispose of it 
to some purchaser who would take as large a quantity as pos- 
sible, and a letter was sent to Mr. Lipton, the well-known pn r . 
veyoi - , explaining to him the Board’s position in the matter, and 
asking him if he would purchase the honey at a stated price 
which was just sufficient to reimburse the hoard for their outlay 
Mr. Lipton at once replied, offering to take at the price quoted 
all the section honey the Board could let him have, subject to an 
inspection as to the quality of the honey. His agent and packers 
accordingly visited the Board’s store, and after a careful inspec- 
tion did not find it necessary to reject a single section, either as 
regards the quality of the honey or on account of the manner 
in which the sections were filled. It was a considerable relief to 
the Board to have their entire stock taken off their hands in 
one lot, and to be spared the trouble and risk of disposing of 
thousands of such fragile and perishable articles as sections of 
honey. Mr. Lipton’s action in the matter will be of much service 
to bee-keepers in the West of Ireland, and it is hoped that his 
cheerfully undertaken experiment will be sufficiently satisfac- 
tory from a financial point of view to justify him in continuing 
to buy in future years on commercial principles apart from a 
benevolent motive. 


II. MIGRATION AND ENLARGEMENT OF 
HOLDINGS. 

General powers Before describing in detail what we have done under this 

(or Land head, we will briefly state the extent of our powers and resources 
Purchase. for the purchase of land. Before the passing of the Land Law 
(Ireland) Act, 1896, the Board had no funds except the Church 
Surplus Grant out of which they could buy land, but under this 
Act our position was much improved, and we were enabled to 
obtain advances from the Land Commission, for the purchase of 
land on the same terms as tenants borrow in order to become the 
owners of their farms. These borrowing powers are a very great 
boon, and would be a still greater boon if we were enabled to 
borrow not merely the amount of the purchase-money that 
we have to hand over to the landlord from whom we buy, hut 
also the further amount that wo are bound to spend in carrying 
out the improvements that we consider necessary on an estate 
before re-selling it to the tenants. Hitherto we have spent on 
such improvements the rents received from the tenants and 
portion of our annual income, but in future the rents must be 
set apart against the instalments that are payable half-yearly to 
the Land Commission in repayment of the purchase money 
advanced to the Board ; and our annual income will thus have 
to bear yet further burdens in addition to the ordinary current 
demands upon it. 
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Our progress with the Clare Island Estate to which we referred ciare Inland, 
in our last two Reports has on the whole been satisfactory, 
although contrary to our expectations, the re-sale to the tenants 
will probably be deferred for another year or so in order that 
some further contemplated improvements, including fencing and 
the building of some houses, are carried out. The island however 
has been “striped,” or re-apportioned, and the tenants are in the 
occupation of their new holdings. In practically every instance 
the islanders are satisfied with the settlement that has been made, 
though a few are naturally disappointed that their former habit 
of putting more than their fair share of cattle on the commonage 
grazing will in the interests of the tenants be permitted no longer. 

One tenant was dissatisfied with the settlement proposed in 
his case and accordingly he has been allowed to remain as he 

waa not at all to his advantage in our opinion, but the Board 

had nothing to gain by forcing him to adopt their view, though 
they had the power to do so under an agreement signed by him 
before the settlement was made. 

In our last Report we mentioned that we had purchased the Leonard 
Leonard Estate at Carna, County Qahvay, and since then we Estatc - 
have begun to re-divide the land into new holdings, which will 
be considerably increased in extent owing to the grazing holdings 
that have fallen into our possession. Although an exceptionally 
hi"h price was paid for this property, we believe that the pur- 
chase will be of much advantage to the tenants, and so far we 
have not the least reason to anticipate any difficulty in the 
settlement of this estate. 

We have also purchased for the sum of £1,250 the Thomson Thomson 
Estate, and it too is in the Parish of Carna. The nett annual Estate, 
rental of the estate is £138 2s. Id.; the Poor Law Valuation 
£113 9s. Od . ; and it contains 1,319 statute acres. The Board 
have, in this case, obtained clear possession of portion of a con- 
siderable grazing holding, and it will therefore be possible to in- 
crease the area of some of the neighbouring small holdings. There 
are about twenty tenants on the estate. 

We have almost concluded the purchase of other properties Other 
for the amounts of £10,000, £2,000, £1,850, and £3,500, hut we Purchases, 
refrain from giving additional particulars pending the actual con- 
clusion of the sales. - 


further we are conducting negotiations for the purchase of 
some other estates but the extent to which we can buy is 
affected not only by the amount of money at our disposal for 
the carrying out of the re-ajbplotment and improvement of 
holdings, hut also by the readiness of owners of property ,to 
meet our views on reasonable terms. 
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III.— SEA FISHERIES. 

Fresh Fish Trade. 

We continued our arrangements at the Aran Islands, county 
Galway, in the spring of 1897, on the same lines as” in th 
preceding year, and Mr. Verdon acted as our agent for the dispatch 
of mackerel in ice to the English markets, as Mr. Shimmin -was 
transferred to open some Hew stations further north. At Aran 
as before, telegrams were posted every day from the English sales' 
man for the information of the fishermen stating the price in the 
markets, and fishermen were paid the amount that the fish sold 
for, less by a deduction of 7s. per “half-bos ” for freight, commis- 
sion, tolls, ice, packing, management, and supervision. As regards 
the number of local boats and men taking part in the fishery 
nine large boats and sixteen open boats and curraghs with crews 
of 131 men and boys belonged to the Aran Islands ; and sever 
large boats with forty-two men and boys came from the Conne- 
mara Coast. In all there were for the fishery, sixteen large 
boats, and sixteen open boats with 173 men and boys. The fishing 
lasted six weeks. Out of the total amount of £1,119 3s. paid to 
fishermen, £810 3s. 8 d. was earned by the Aran crews, while the 
remainder £308 19s. 4 d. was paid to the fishermen that came 
from Connemara. 

For former years the total earnings given in the Tables in- 
cluded the “ take ” of several large Arklow boats. The past 
season was the first since the beginning of the fishery under the 
Board in 1S92 that the work was altogether carried on by local 
crews.

During the season of 1897, at Cleggan, we bought spring 
mackerel at a fixed price from the fishermen, instead of handing 
over to them the nett sale value of the fish as in 1896. The take 
offish in 1897 was smaller than that in 1896, and the fisher- 
men therefore gained slightly on the fixed price system, hit 
if the take of fish had been good the Board would have gained, 
and the fisherman would have lost. Where the Board helps to 
market fresh fish, the most satisfactory system is, as payment! 
for fish in the English markets are prompt, for the Board tops; 
the nett sale value of the fish to the fishermen, that is theachul 
price that the fish fetch in the English market less by a filed 
deduction per box to cover freight, tolls, packing, and all expenses 
Two large boats from Clifden with crews of eight men, each took 
part in the Cleggan fishing, also two second-class boats fa®

fished at Cleggan; and their crews numbered 115 men. Tie 
fishino* which, was much interfered with by storms, lasted for ax

We have received a proposal from a well-known^ Cork tana 
fish merchants, that they should on certain conditions be per- 
mitted to take the Board’s place both at Aran and Cleggan, a 
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connection with the spring mackerel fishing, and it is probable 
that an arrangement may be made accordingly, with due pro- 
visions for protecting the interests of the fishermen. 

In addition to the fishing at Aran and Cleggan, a spring Keel and 
mackerel fishery was tried as an experiment at Keel in Achill 
Island and at Doonloughan j ast north of Slyne Head, Co. Galway, 
hut we fear, owing to the difficulties of transit from each place, 
and to the small number of boats, that it will be useless to expect 
that a fresh fish trade can be established there on a large scale 
for the present. The autumn or cured mackerel trade is succeed- 
ing well at .Doonloughan and more men will probably take to 
the spring fishing. At Keel only forty men fished, and their 
earnings amounted to £22 13s. 7d . ; at Doonloughan thirty- two 
men fished, and their earnings amounted to £58 12s. 11 d. We 
paid a subsidy of £80 for a steamer service between Scraggane 
and Fenit, county Kerry, last year, but no mackerel were carried 
by the steamer. 

Conger, Skate, Etc. 

In 1896 two large boats (the St. Patrick and St. Columba of conger Fishtag 
Teelin) engaged in the Donegal bay conger fishing and owing to 
the successful takes by these two boats, six additional crews got 
boats like the St. Patrick and St. Columba, except that they 
were rather larger and more comfortable. Owing to the 
very stormy weather that prevailed in the spring of this year 
fishing was impossible during a great part of the season, but the 
crews of the large boats were able to fish when the Greencastle 
(open) yawls could not venture out. The crews of the large boats, 
therefore, obtained more than the men who were fishing in 
small boats ; and they were therefore pleased at having got the 
large boats even in such a bad season. The earnings of the eight 
boats with forty-eight fishermen at line fishing, amounted to 
£564 11s. 6 d. during about nineteen weeks,, that is an average of 
£11 15s. 8& per man. 

Cod and Ling Sold Fresh. 

The open Greencastle yawls had a fair cod and ling fishing in Lms 
the spring, considering the stormy weather, and large quantities ^ 
of fish (far more than in previous years), were sent to market tresh 
by rail and steamer, especially from Teelin, county Donegal, and 
the Aran Islands, county Galway. 

Herrings Sold Fresh. 

Two Glasgow firms of fish merchants chartered steamers to Herrings 
take herrings fresh to Scotland from the Donegal Coast, and ' res 
about as many fish were taken away fresh as were pickled at 
the curing-stations. Prices are kept up by the competition 
between the shippers of fresh herrings and the fish-curers, and 
the herring fishing of the present year is exceptionally good 
for the fishermen. From all the Board can learn the merchants 
and curers have no reason either to be dissatisfied with the 
result of their trading, and, as this report is being printed, fishing 
is continued briskly.

tion, be satisfied with such prices as can be got by fish-curing,

The loss is caused by tlie heavy cost of management and labour, 
which is inevitable when a large number of curing stations arc 
kept open to ensure a market. We look forward to being 
to close a number of cod and ling stations before long if we in 
that a good market for fresh fish is established. 

Herring Fishing. 

We are glad to be able to report an even more 
herring fishing, this year than last season on the coast of P° ne p 
No doubt the gross total of fish caught there is smM« ^ 
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compared with returns from the east coast of Scotland, hut the 
earnings of the Donegal fishermen, which amounted to more than 
£13,000, mean to them that some hundreds of families are now 
living in comfort, instead of in poverty, or even destitution in 
many cases. A small quantity of herrings of good quality was 
cured at Kilronan, Aran Islands, County Galway- 

The anticipation in our last Report, that in the immediate *9 sj rt 
future we would not be obliged to act as buyers of herrings to * x epor ‘ 
any great extent is being verified, as fish-curers have opened 
curing establishments at many places in the County Donegal, and 
the Board’s purchases are relatively small compared with those 
of merchants. We have withdrawn from purchasing at Carrigart, 

Gweedore, Kincasslagh, and Burton-port, nor have we purchased 
any herrings at Falchorrib, Portnoo, or Loughros. The prices 
paid at all these places on commercial principles are higher than 
those paid by the Board during last two seasons — a result that 
is possibly due to a short supply of Scotch herrings.

Mackerel. 

At the close of the autumn mackerel fishing in 1896, the Pickled 
prospects of this fishery for the future were very dull. Irish fish miekerel - 
merchants had large stocks of pickled mackerel unsold, and an 
Queasy feeling existed that a practically prohibitive Duty might 
be imposed this year on pickled mackerel imported into the 
United States of America. Such a tariff would have injured 
Just the one class of fishermen^ and no other, in England, Ireland,

and Scotland, for whom perhaps there exists a special sympathy 
among Irish Americans in the United States, namely — those Irish 
fishermen on the West and South-west coasts of Ireland, who 
depend almost altogether upon the pickled mackerel trade tor 
their livelihood. All mackerel that are pickled on the West coast 
of Ireland are exported to the United States. In no other country 
is there any demand at all for pickled mackerel, so that the 
imposition of a prohibitive tariff by the United States would 
involve, as far as could be foreseen, the ruin of those struggling 
Irish fishermen who depend upon the American demand for 
their livelihood. But happily the new tariff lias disclosed 
that only a comparatively small addition was made to the 
import duty on pickled mackerel ; though the addition, such 
as it is, will come out of the pockets of the Irish fishermen, 
as proportionately lower prices will he paid for mackerel to 
fishermen by curers and merchants. By tile beginning of the 
autumn fishing this year it further happened that the merchants 
had disposed on fair terms of their stock of 1896 mackerel, so 
that the fears for the season of 1897 fortunately proved ground- 
less to a great extent. 

While the uncertainty as to the American market existed, we 
endeavoured by the consignment of sample barrels of mackerel 
to fish merchants to create a taste for pickled mackerel in the 
Home and Continental markets, but so far withoutany encouraging 
results; so that the Irish autumn mackerel fishery will continue 
to depend entirely on the demand in the United States. 

On representations and undertakings made by Colonel Steven- 
son of Moville, County Donegal, the Board made a grant to him 
of £150 for the development of the Inishtrahull and JVlalin Head 
fisheries, from the 1st of January to the 31st of July, 1897. 
Further particulars as to the results of Colonel Stevenson's efforts 
will be given in our next report. 

The Murrisk Committee has been dissolved, and we have re- 
paid to the local contributors to the fund the amount originally 
deposited with the Board. The joint action of the Board and the 
Local Committee unfortunately did not succeed, and the debts due 
for money advanced out of the Murrisk Fund will in due course 
be collected by the Board from the borrowers and their sureties.

Development of the Fishing Industry. 

Instruction in We have increased the number of our Scotch Instructors 
fishing. in fishing from twenty-three to thirty-eight, and it > 
probable that this number may be still more 
as large numbers of fishermen have applied for loans for 
purchase of large boats with nets and long lines. As m 
structor costs nearly £100 a year, the Board had to rec° ■ 
aider their position as to the provision of instruction 
of cost to the fishermen, and we are accordingly going to n> 
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agreements in future cases, under which, by means of a pro- 
portionate deduction from the nett earnings of each boat, a 
considerable part of the outlay on instruction will be borne by 
the fishermen themselves. Such a procedure is quite equitable 
in our opinion, as the raw and untrained crews owe their 
successful fishing from the start mainly to the guidance and 
encouragement given by the Instructors on board and in charge 
of their* boats. We contemplate, at present, providing a year’s 
instruction free, and after that obliging the crews to contribute 
largely from their earnings to the cost of Instructors, if they wish 
or find it necessary that instruction and guidance should be con- 
tinued. The obligation to pay after the first year will also tend 
towards the desirable result of making the crews wish to stand 
alone, as soon as they feel confident of their power to do so. 

The relations between the local crews and the Scotch Instructors 
continue to be most harmonious ; and we are encouraged, to 
hope that at many places on the coasts of the Congested Districts 
fishing in large deep-sea boats will be established, and that a 
class of thorough fishermen will be formed, who will not merely, 
as heretofore, use their nets or lines only when fish show them- 
selves close to the shore, but will follow the fish to the deep-sea 
or to distant coasts of Ireland, as is done by the Scotch, Manx, 

French, and East Coast of Ireland fishermen. We invite special 
attention to the returns in the Appendix showing the results in 
the case of twelve large boats that sometimes fished in waters xxin., 
where they were obliged, in ten out of the twelve cases, to pages 55 
live on board their boats and remain away from home for three and 56. 
months. 

Instruction in net mounting and mending, and also in mounting Net mounting 
long lines, has been continued ; and, owing to the spread of the and mending, 
fishing industry, increased facilities have been afforded during 
the past year to fishermen and their children. This involves of 
course additional expenditure, in which we are cordially assisted 
in the case of children by the Board of National Education at 
some schools, 


BARREL-MAKING. Barrel-making 

At Teelin and at Burtonport, in the County Donegal, the 
instruction of lads as coopers lias proceeded most 

satisfactorily. Good barrels have been turned out, and 
from three to four thousands have been manufactured and sold at 
3s. 9 d. to 4s. each. We have not been able to turn out as many 
barrels as were required in the locality, but we hope that our 
out-put will be considerably larger next year, and that we shall 
not incur the small loss that could not have been avoided during 
the first two years. 

The result of our efforts at Teelin and Burtonport makes us 
wonder that no firm of coopers has started barrel-making in the 
Counties of Cork and Kerry, where from 50,000 to 100,000 
barrels are annually imported from Scotland and England for the 
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Loan Funds.

pickled mackerel trade. The Board would be willing to assist in 
sta ring such an industry in one or more congested districts in the 
County Cork or Kerry, and they have mentioned the matter to 
several persons who, it was thought, would be interested in seeing 
employment given locally. One firm of mackerel curers made pro- 
posals to a Board on the subject, but the negotiations fell through. 
It seems probable that this business would be more successful, 
and of more value to a locality, if it were undertaken by 
coopers than by fish-curers, as the object of coopers would he to 
sell as many barrels as possible, whereas a lish-curer -would 
naturally first consider supplying his own requirements, and 
possibly not sufficiently consider the requirements of rival curers. 


Boat Building. 

In view of the demand for large decked boats by the coast 
fishermen, and as hitherto such boats could only be obtained at 
moderate cost outside tlie congested districts, the Board deter- 
mined to try the experiment of building boats by local car- 
penters, under the direction of a skilled shipwright from the easl 
coast of Scotland. One boat of the " Zulu ” type was placed in 
the hands of local boat-builders iu the parish of Cama, in Con- 
nemara, and is now nearly ready for launching, and another in 
the hands of local boatwrights in. a yard acquired by the Board 
at. Boundstone. In starting an enterprise of this nature an 
initial expenditure was necessary to prepare the sites for building 
and lor storing the material. The aim of the Board is that these 
boats should be built as cheaply as it is at present possible to 
deliver similar boats built in Scotland or elsewhere at these 
places. The experiment being in its infancy, it is at present 
impossible to predict the result, but the Board have every reason 
to expect that their object will be attained. 


Loan E'unds. 

We append returns giving summarized particulars as to the 
issue and repayment of loans for various purposes. A good 
many large boats are still supplied under this system 
in the Counties Cork, Kerry, and G-alway, but in the 
County Donegal an arrangement has been adopted, by which 
repayment is made by the stoppage of one-third of the net 
earnings of the boat. The greater part of the outstanding 
arrears due to the Fishery Loan Funds consists of an old arrear 
that was handed over to us in the year 1892. The advances 
made by this Board are being well repaid op the whole. 
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IV. INDUSTRIES. 

In the past year we took an important step in connection with 
the development and extension of various lands of cottage, and 
home industries by beginning to work directly through our own 
officials and advisers instead of through the Irish Industries 
Association. During the early years of our existence as a Board, 
it would have been questionable, if not unwise, to undertake 
the direct management and control of a large number of 
small complicated projects, but, as our official machinery 
becomes adapted to our work., we find it possible to extend 
our direct operations. Up to this year our functions in relation 
to home and cottage industries consisted in examining into 
projects laid before us by the Irish Industries Association and 
others; and, if we approved of their suggestions, in finding the 
greater part, if not all, of the expenditure involved in carrying 
out the various proposals. Our relations with the Irish 
Industries Association were, and continue to be, most harmonious ; 
and, at the termination of our direct connection with that body, 
we left in their hands, for industrial developments, a sum of 
£600 found due to us upon striking the balance of the account 
of a reproductive fund that was managed by the Association 
on behalf of the Board . Up to the time when the Board took 
over the direct management of their industrial projects^ Mr. 

T. W. Holiest on was Secretary and Managing Director ol the 
Irish Industries Association, hut he has since retired from that 
position. Irish industries owe much to his sincere sympathy 
and untiring exertions during the years of his tenure ot office. 

There remains unfortunately too wide a field in the extension 
of Irish industries for the resources of both the Association and 
our Board to cover, and we think that both bodies will . effect 
more apart, and avoid much duplication of routine detail that 
necessarily occurs when two sets of officials are engaged jointly 
at the same work. The Irish Industries Association, with its 
offshoot, the Irish Lace Depot, will have very many projects 
under direct exclusive control ; while the Board will look to 
these affiliated bodies for much valuable assistance in the sale . 
of work produced at schools or classes managed by the . Board, 
and in the extension of the market for various kinds . of 
work. Since the severance of our connection with the Irish 
Industries Association we have entered into arrangement with U esent 
Mr. W. J. D. Walker, of Glenbanna, Laurence town,. County p romot i n g 
Down, to act in industrial matters as our adviser and inspector industries, 
when required, so far as his own business avocations permit. 

Under Mr. Walker’s observation are some teachers of 
weaving, lace-making, drawn-linen work, crochet, em- 
broidery, &c., &c. ; and, w&hin certain limits as to the 
extent of production that maybe attempted, the various 
industries hold out prospects of remunerative occupation fin 
districts where knitting and spinning do not provide sufficient 
employment for girls. The Board are at present cautiously 
opening new schools or classes in those districts where poverty is 
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greatest, taking care, as far as they can, not to overstock tie 
market beyond the natural demand. Unfortunately in the 
Counties of Mayo and Galway, where employment is muchneeded, 
girls and young women do not readily take to fine needleworkor 
other kindred industries, as their hands have been accustomed to 
field and other rough manual work. 

South Donegal We have continued the prize-system for the improvement of 
tweedindustry. homespun tweed in South Donegal, and this is one of the very 
few localities in either Scotland or Ireland where " home-spins” 
are made of wool that has really been spun by hand at home. 
W e did think of giving up the prize system, but our advisers 
recommended its continuance for some time longer. 

Milford «ud A weaving industry has existed at Milford, County Donegal, 
Money gold and Moneygold, County Sligo, for the manufacture of tweeds 
weaving. a nd fl arme j | or h 01ne use . anc [ j a (, t] le request of some persons in 
these localities, we endeavoured to extend this industry into a 


manufacture for sale. At neither place was the effort successful, 
hut there is a possibility that we may renew our efforts at 
Milford, as a very large mountain grazing tract for sheep has 
recently been handed over to tenants who will in future keep 
sheep, and who will therefore probably have a large stock of 
wool for spinning and w eaving. 

Baiiinngieragh Instruction in weaving is now being given at Ballinagleragh, 
weaving. County Leitrim, hardly with a hope that the manufacture of 
tweed for sale will spring up at once, but rather with the object 
of improving the quality of the cloth that is manufactured for 
home use. Similarly, new fittings are being supplied to looms in 
Beimullet the Belmullet district to increase the speed at which cloth can be 

weaving. woven, and a trained weaver has been sent there to make the 

changes in the looms, and to give some hints as to possible 
improvements in weaving. 

Foxford and Thefactories at Foxfordand Ballaghaderinhave received, during 
Sries“ derm tbe P ast y eai > tl } e subsidies referred to in our last annual report, 
We have intimated our willingness on certain conditions to 
Stone quarries, afford facilities for the opening of valuable stone-quarrie3 at 
Blacksod, County Mayo, and at Glenfarne, County Leitrim, but 
while our offers have been accepted, the conditions precedent to 
the granting of assistance by ns have not yet been fulfilled. An 
application was also made to us for assistance in connection with 
a granite quarry in the County Donegal, but while the quantity 
and quality of the stone leave nothing to be desired, we did not 
consider that it bad at present sufficiently strong claims upon us 
for assistance. 

BaslSt-wk About nine years ago Miss S. Sturge, of Birmingham, stoW 
Factory. a basket-work factory at Letterfrack, co. Galway, and trained a 
number of lads to turn out excellent basket work for which good 
prices have been obtained. Owing to ill-health, Miss Sturge as 
' unfortunately been obliged to retire from her work, hut she hopes 
that her factory may henceforward be worked as a conimeici 
concern. We are trying to assist in bringing this result abou , 
we believe that Miss Sturge did much good by the employ 1116 
she gave,

Owinw to various demands upon our income it was not found 
possible to carry out many works during the period under review 
in this report, though there are many that we would undertake 
if we had sufficient money at our disposal. 

The principal work, or series of works, completed during the 
past year is the chain of causeways connecting^ the islands Q all3ewa y fl 
belonging to tlie parishes of Rosrmick and Carraroe in Connemara 
with°the mainland and with one another. The Engineer for 
fchese causeways and bridges was Mr. James Perry, M. Inst. C.E., 

County Surveyor of Galway, and the Contractors were Messrs. 

Patrick Toole, J.P., Patrick Keane, Patrick D. Conroy, and 
Thomas Conway, while the ironwork was supplied by Messrs. J. 

Lysaght, Ltd., and E. Manisty. 

The works appear to have been carried out exceedingly well, and 
large islands, with a population amounting to 3,687 persons, have 
been practically made portion of the mainland by excellent roads 
and chains of causeway. The first of these causeways was begun 
as a relief work by Major Peacocke, C.M.G., R.E., in 1890, and 
subsequently the Government expended more money in. relief of 
distress on another of the causeways. Roughly speaking, about 
half the cost of the causeways was borne by Government and 
half by this Board. We doubt if any engineering work carried 
out by or in connection with us, has effected more permanent 
good for a greater number of people than the establishment of 
this line of communications in South-west Connemara. Before 
the bridges and causeways were built the several islands were 
separated from the mainland and each other by rugged rocky 
passages, through which the sea at most stages of the tide, rushed 
in one direction or another with great and dangerous force, while 
now there is an even and well-graded road throughout the 
islands, over which carriages and carts of all kinds can safely 
travel. The cost of these causeways, apart from various road 
improvements, amounted to about £8.000. 

Various other works such as piers, boat-slips, roads, and bridges other -works, 
were constructed at a smaller cost. Among these may be 
mentioned Tory Island Breakwater and Slip, Portaleen. Slip, and 
Cladnagearagh Pier, County Donegal, under the direction of Mr. 

P. G. T. Gahan as Engineer ; Killary Harbour Beacons, and

Rossadillisk Pier with Mr.C. Deane Oliver as Engineer; Scratroans 
Pier, Toor Landing-place, Coonanna Pier (completion and repairs') 
under Mr. Henry Keating, M. Inst. C.E. as Engineer, whose 
valuable services the Board much regret that they have lost. 
Mr. Singleton Goodwin, Mr. W. Patterson Orchard, Mr. E. K. 
Dixon, and Mr. James Perry, County Surveyors of Kerry, North 
and South Mayo, and Galway, respectively, have satisfactorily 
designed and supervised other works for the Board. 

Guarantees have been offered by the Board for telegraphic 
extension to Lettermacward and Narin, County Donegal; to 
Dugorb and Keel (Achili Island), County Mayo; and to Bob* 
muck, Lettermore (Carraroe), Clonbur, and Glennamaddy, 
County Galway. In few ways can so much satisfaction, if not 
real benefit, be produced as by the promotion of telegraphic ex- 
tensions ; and there are now few places in the congested districts 
of Ireland that are not within a reasonable distance of a telegraph 
office. 

We have just approved of, as an experiment, a scheme sub- 
mitted to us by the Rev. Denis O’Hara, P.P., a member of our 
Board for the improvement of dwellings and holdings in the 
Poor Law Union of Swinford, County Mayo ; and we print in 
the Appendix copies of circulars explanatory of the aim and mode 
of administration of the scheme. Great freedom of action is given 
to the Parochial Committees constituted under the Scheme, and the 
result in each parish will obviously depend altogether upon the 
business capacity, wisdom, and integrity of the Committee. The 
Board have reserved to themselves a power to veto any project, 
to inspect the records and the actual work of any Committee, 
and to audit the accounts of all expenditure. 

A proposal was made to us that a canal between Lough Mask 
and the town of Ballinrobe, commenced many years ago, should 
be completed, in order to open up a market by boat or steamer 
to the inhabitants of the western shore of Lough Mask.. While 
there are many serious difficulties in the way, the project has 
much to recommend it, and we accordingly offered a contribution 
of one-third — not exceeding £1,000 — towards the cost, of the 
whole. It has not yet been decided whether the work is to be 
carried out. 

Much public attention was attracted to a “ bog-slide” in a con- 
gested district in the County Kerry about a year ago, and we, 
besides spending £100 in experimental clearing of the lands, 
built a bridge at a place where there used to he a ford before the 
bog-slide swept it away. We append a report that was made for 
us at the time, but we found that the cost of clearing the bog- 
stuff off the lands was altogether prohibitive. 

VI. — M1SGELLANEO US MA TTEJRS. 

In the year of our constitution we subsidised a steamer 
service to the Aran Islands and the coast of Connemara ; an 
during the past year we subsidised a steamer service between 
Westport County Mayo and Clifden, County Galway, on the 
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south, and Westport and Belmullet, County Mayo, on the north. 

We also assisted a steamer service between the Town of Sligo 
and various ports of the County Sligo and the north coast of 
the County Mayo to the east of Erris Head.

Achin 
The nurse has been on the Island for some months, and if, as 
is most probable, her services are appreciated, .it is hoped that

Sir, 

I am directed by the Congested Districts Board for Ireland to inform 
you that, owing to representations that have been made to them, they 
have determined to try as an experiment during the period ending the 
31st December, 1898, whether occupiers of land , in certain congested 
districts can successfully he encouraged to make useful and permanent 
improvements in their holdings, dwellings, and surroundings by means 
of prize's or small grants in aid. 

It would be impossible for the Board, having regard to the relatively 
small amount of money at their disposal, to extend very widely the 
system now contemplated, even if this project should prove successful; 
and it has therefore been decided that an inland district where little 
has hitherto been done by the Board should be selected for this experi- 
ment. The Poor Law Union of Swinford has been chosen, owing to 
the very greatly congested condition of that district, and also to the 
fact that in many parts of the Union it has heretofore been found 
difficult to decide upon any measures that seem likely to improve the 
resources, comfort, and condition of the inhabitants. 

The Board’s object is to encourage landholders to effect improvements 
by means of grants of money or prizes out of the Board’s funds, to he 
awarded and paid through local committees, by whom the improvement 
schemes would be initiated or sanctioned, and subsequently started and 
supervised when approved of by the Board. 

As to the Local Committees, the Board think that a Committee 
might be formed for each parish in the Swinford Union, and that its 
members should be partly ex-officio and partly elected. The ex-officio 
members of the Committee would be clergymen of all denominations 
residing and holding an ecclesiastical appointment in the parish; the 
Poor Law Guardian or Guardians for each Electoral Division situate, 
or partly situate, in the parish ; and the landlords (or in their absence 
their agents) who own land within the parish. 

As the first step for forming a Committee any two of the ex-officio 
members may convene a preliminary meeting by issuing a notice to all 
others entitled to be ex-officio members so far as their names and their 
postal addresses can be ascertained through the Clerk of the Union, 
the Bate Collector, or otherwise. At this meeting a Chairman and an 
Honorary Secretary may be appointed pending a meeting of the Com- 
mittee which will, when fully formed, appoint a Chairman and an 
Honorary Secretary to hold office for tiro period ending the 31st 
December, 1898. At the preliminary meeting arrangements are to 
be made for the election of the Elected Members. Three Members are 
to form a quorum at the preliminary meeting, and also at meetings of 
the Committee. 

The Elected Members shall be six residents in the parish to be elected 
for the period ending the 31st December, 1898, by the rated resident 
landholders of the parish at a public meeting to be duly convened by the 
Honorary Secretary by means. of notices posted at various conspicuous 
places in the parish {it leaqt fourteen clear days before the date of 
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election. Any vacancy among the Elected Members during the period 
shall he filled by the cooption of any resident in the parish by the re- 
maining Elected Members. 

The Parish Committee shall, as far as practicable, hold meetings 
at least once a mouth, at such time during the day or evening 
as may be convenient, for the purpose of considering such applica- 
tions as shall be made to them either by landholders or by 
members of the Committee, and for taking such steps as they 
may think proper for carrying out such projects as have been 
approved of by the Board, provided that if any member of 
the Committee objects to the holding of the meeting on a 
Sunday, it shall not be held on that day. A copy of the 
minutes of each meeting of the Committee is to be transmitted to the 
Board within three days from the date of each meeting, and the Com- 
mittee shall (if required) produce to the Board, or to any person 
deputed by the Board, all documents connected with their transactions. 
Similarly any works or projects that are undertaken by the Committee 
may be inspected by the Board, or by any person deputed by them. 
The accounts of the expenditure of the Committee also shall be audited 
by some person nominated and paid by the Board, both in respect of 
the due authorisation of payments, and also as to payment to the person 
entitled to be paid. Payment shall in every case be made in cash direct 
by the Committee to the landholder entitled to be paid, and never in 
kind or by means of orders for the supply of goods. 

Any person or persons desirous of making improvements in or about 
any holding or dwelling may lodge an application with the Honorary 
Secretary of the Committee, giving particulars of the proposed im- 
provements and stating the amount of the grant in aid required. 
■\Vhen considering applications the Committee shall select such projects 
as will, in their opinion, be productive of most good ; and shall give a 
preference to applicants who undertake to do relatively the greatest 
amount of work with the least assistance. Such applications, as ap- 
proved and varied by the Committee, shall be submitted to the Board 
for their sanction, and without their approval no further action is to be 
taken. 

To enable the most deserving applications to he dealt with, so far as 
the funds to he assigned permit, the Board will place at the disposal of 
the Committee for the parish of , a sum not 

exceeding £ for the period ending 31st December, 1898, one half 
to he paid on the formation of the Committee, and the remaining half 
if and when the Board is satisfied as regards previous expenditure. 
A draft from the Board to the Committee shall he drawn in favour of 
the Chairman, one elected member (to be selected by the Committee), 
and the Honorary Secretary ; and all payments by the Committee shall 
be made by the same three members when, and not until, they have 
been authorised by a Minute in writing of the Committee to make any 
payment, and a copy of such Minute is to be attached for the informa- 
tion of the Auditor to each receipt for a payment. 

Further instructions in detail will he issued on the formation of a 
Committee, and if a doubt should arise about the limits or boundary of 
any parish the question is to be decided by the Board. While desirous 
that the Committee should be guided by its own discretion in practical 
matters, the Board will always he ready, upon being asked, to give 
advice on any occasion when it appears to them that they are in a posi- 
tion to advise with advantage.

Swvnford Foot Law Union Improvement Scheme. 

To the Hon. Sec. Parish Committee. 

Sie, 

In reference to their circular letter of the 30th October, 
1897, I am directed by the Congested Districts Board for Ireland to 
send to you, for the information of the Committee, a further statement 
indicating to some extent in general terms the kind of improvements 
that might be undertaken, in the opinion of the Board, and also 
prescribing some general rules as to procedure. It is, however, open 
to the Committee to suggest any other kind of improvement that may 
not he alluded to in this letter ; for the desire of the Board is that the 
special local knowledge of the members of the Committee should be 
fully availed of in suggesting remedies for what needs improvement, 
and also in supervising the carrying out of the remedial operations. 

All such operations may from one point of view, be classilied under 
the heads of individual and combined action — for instance, an individual 
occupier of land may propose to clear away rocks from portion of his 
farm, or two or moro occupiers may combine to carry out an improve- 
ment jointly, such as the construction or improvement of a lane leading 
to their houses or the building of a lime-kiln. 

An improvement project may, os was stated in the Board’s letter of 
the 30th October, 1897, be initiated either by an occupier or occupiers 
of land, or by the Committee. Por present use a supply of simple 
printed forms is sent herewith, and if any Committee desire to use 
additional forms, the Board will be glad to assist in getting forms drawn 
up and printed. Por the present a proposal may be made to the 
Committee in the Porm A enclosed, and they shall, if they approve 
generally thereof, submit it for the approval of the Board, with any 
variation that may seem desirable. 

After the receipt of the proposal the Board will, as soon as possible, 
take it into consideration, and state whether they approve of the 
project, either as submitted or subject to some variation. 

No work is to be started by any person or persons without the 
permission in writing of the Committee in Porm B, signed by the 
presiding Chairman, and countersigned by the Honorary Secretary (a 
copy of which form is to be retained by tlio Committee), and such 
permission i» not. to he given by the Committee until the approval in 
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writin" of the Board has heea received. Any expenditure contrary to 
this regulation is not to be taken into account by the Parish Committee 
or the Board. 

While it will be open to the Committee to suggest any project that 
seems feasible, the Board think it may be useful that they should 
indicate some kinds of improvement that might be undertaken by a 
Parish Committee. The projects that the Board have now in view 
jjjj,v be divided into four general classes, viz. : — those relating to 

I. Dwellings, gardens, and surroundings ; 

II. Erection of out-offices j 

III. Making of bye-roads or passages ; and 

IV. Improvement of land. 

I. Under the first general class would be included : — 

1. Making dwelliug-houses neat, commodious, and healthy. 

2. The proper location of manure pits. 

3. Planting shelter belts of trees. 

4. Gardening (vegetable and fruit). 

5. Gardening (flowers). 

In proceeding with improvements of this class, a Committee might 
either adopt a competitive prize scheme or else make a contribution 
towards carrying out certain improvements according to specification 
and plau. 

II. Under the second class, a Committee might entertain proposals 
for the erection of cattle sheds or stables, fowl houses, pig styes, dairies, 
and anv other out-offices that may he considered necessary. Towards 
any one or more of such out-offices a Committee might give a grant 
towards the cost of construction, and make it payable in such way as 
will secure the due carrying out of the proposed work. 

III. The making or a bye-road or passage between dwelling-houses 
and a public road would often be a most useful undertaking, aud 
people who live at a distance from a public road could generally be 
encouraged to make a connecting bye road, if some financial assistance 
were given, and if advice were offered as to the best way of carrying 
out the work. 

IV. Most occupiers of land will, it is thought probable, be quite as 
anxious to attempt to improve the productive capacity of their land as 
to eDgage in improvements such as are indicated in the general summary 
of the three foregoing classes. Many fields are spoiled by rocks and 
boulders, which might profitably be blasted or removed. Other fields 
are comparatively valueless for want of simple farm drains, or owing 
to the choking of existing drains ; or perhaps a comparatively small 
new drainage scheme could be adopted that would be considered and 
admitted to be advantageous by all those concerned. Eurther good 
might also he effected by the reclamation of land with lime and gravel j 
and fencing ; too, might he a benefit to some landholders.

The Peat-Flow at Knocicnageeha, Co. Kerry. 


23rd January, 1897. 

My Lords and Gentlemen, 

On the 2 1st instant, in accordance with your directions, I 
visited those townlands in the Congested Electoral Division of Coom, 
in the Poor Law Union of Killarney, and County of Kerry, where the 
recent bog-slide” occurred. This term, I may observe, caused ine 
before I visited the locality to imagine a state of things very different 
to what I actually saw when on the ground. 

I had thought that on a sloping liill-side a comparatively solid 
stratum of peat resting on a smooth rock or hard even clay had, owing 
to a weakening in the cohesion between the strata, slid from, such an 
inclined plane, and by force of gravitation (the velocity increasing as 
the mass moved) tore down the valley of the stream, partly like an 
avalanche and partly like a landslip, smearing with peat the lands in 
its course. 

Put this preconceived idea was utterly wrong. There were not anv 
persons at the bog itself when the movement first began, but I have 
spoken at length with eye-witnesses living lower down the stream who 
saw the mass as it began to approach between three and four o’clock in 
the morning, I have also on the ground listened to the descriptions 
of most intelligent observers, members of the Constabulary and others, 
who arrived at the starting-place of the “ bog-slide” while the violence 
of the movement continued to be very great. 

From what I have heard, and from the result of careful observation 
of what happened along the entire distance from where the movement 
began to the boundary, a little below Armagh Bridge, where the congested 
district ends, it seems likely that the ICnocknageeha bog rested on the 
surface of a lake of peaty slush which was situate at the summit level 
of the ridge or watershed of the rivers Flesk and Blackwater, and was 
retained in its position at the south-east side by a barrier or dam of 
solid peat. Whether owing to the weakening of this barrier by cutting 
peat for fuel off it, or whether what happened would have occurred in 
any case, the dam gave way about tlireo o’clock on the morning of 
Monday, the 28th December, and a torrent of the peaty slush burst 
forth and poured clown the valley of the small stream which had 
hitherto trickled from the bog. This torrent was 433 yards in width at 
the place where it left the bog, and the estimates of its depth vary from 
25 to 50 feet in micl-stream, while in the places lower down, where the 
sides of the valley were gentle slopes, the depth of the peaty flood at its 
outside fringe was only a few inches. The peat-flow at its greatest 
width was about 550 yards across, and, where narrowest, it was less than 
100 yards wide.. The first violence of the flow presumably did not last 
long, but for nine hours, from three o’clock a al to twelve o’clock 
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noon, a strong stream of tlie slush kept pouring from the bog, carrying 
down masses of the heather-grown peat-crust of the Knocknageelia bog 
and twirling along large roots and pieces of bog timber. The eddying 
force of the bog-stream was so great in places that the motion of the 
stumps and spreading roots of these trees was somewhat like that of the 
sails of wind-mills in a gentle breeze, as a heavy stump slowly revolved 
and lifted one root after another out of the stream. 

After twelve o’clock on Monday the stream slackened greatly until 
Tuesday afternoon, when a fresh outburst suddenly occurred, which 
nearly carried off Sergeant King, K.I.C., and a brave countryman (I do 
not know' his name), who were making daring efforts to find the bodies 
of the eight members of the Donnelly family who, as they slept-, were 
earned away in their houses and submerged by the peat-flow. The 
violence of the second flow did not last long, and this outburst is, with 
much probability, attributed to the formation at the outlet of a dam 
of bog-wood and masses of peat about noon on Monday, which gave 
way when it had banked up a weight of the liquid and soft peat that 
could no longer be restrained. After the second outbreak the stream 
gradually dwindled away, but it had not quite ceased when I saw it 
on the 21st instant. The bog on the summit level has subsided a great 
deal, hut at both sides along the Kingwilliamstown road the peat is 
now piled up rather higher than the road, whereas tlie road, before the 
flow occurred, was several feet higher than the cut-away bog on each 
side. 

As the flow from the bog ceased, the fluid peat receded from the 
outer fringe or margin of its course, leaving behind a residuum rather 
denser in consistence when I saw it than the slob mud in a tidal river, 
say like the Sun* near the City of Waterford. This deposit varies in 
depth from a few inches to as much as eight or ten feet, it is estimated. 
It is utterly impossible to attempt to give an accurate working estimate 
of the number of cubic yards of peat deposited, and it would be useless 
for practical purposes to talk of an average depth of the peaty mud. 
In each field, owing to the inequalities of the ground and to the slope, 
there are endless variations in the depth of the deposit. 

So far as the congested district is concerned the result of the 
catastrophe is the loss of eight human lives, of about seven head of 
cattle, and of abut ten tons of potatoes in pits. But the chief loss, 
apart from that of life, is that about 290 to 300 statute acres have been 
covered by tbe peaty deposit. Some fields were used for tillage, and a 
considerable quantity of the land, known as “ inches,”* along the bank 
of the stream' provided excellent grass for cattle in summer. 

It is, in my opinion, much too soon to estimate the extent of 
permanent damage done to the lands that have been covered. I 
observed in some places on sloping lands, at the outer or higher 
edges of the deposit where it is shallowest, that the herbage is 
already beginning to show through the peat, and it is to be hoped that 
such lands can be restored without much labour. I also observed 
in some tilled fields on sloping land the form of the “lazy 
bed ” and furrow, which shows that the peaty covering cannot he more 
than some inches in depth. I believe that the action of rain, wind, and 
sun may lead to the washing off and crumbling away of much of the 
peat ; and there does not seem to he any reason v hy much peat might 
not, after a spell of dry weather, be gathered in heaps and burned. But 
even looking at the situation in the most hopeful way some good land, 
w The Irish term for islands or grass Helds by a river. 
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such as Mr. Morgan M'Sweeney’s, can hardly ever be cleared, owino t 0 
the great mass of peat on it ; while much land, such as that belomdn- 
to Jeremiah Lyne, would need great labour to clear it. The people 
have not so far done anything towards clearing their lands, and it i s 
thought that they may be reluctant to begin until all the bodies of the 
Donnelly family have been recovered. Up to the present four bodies 
have been found and four remain to be found. 

Three county roads were also covered and damaged where the flow 
crossed them, but the County Surveyor has almost succeeded in repair- 
ing the damage that was done. About half-way between the bog and 
Annagh Bridge a ford for carts across the river used to exist connecting 
two estate roads, but the ford has been swept away and the bed of the 
river lowered by 7 three or four feet. By this ford, which is new im- 
passable, the people on the east bank of the river used to get their 
supplies of peat for fuel, while the ford was the way by which the in- 
habitants on the w 7 est bank went to market with their carts. Another 
result of the peat-flow is that the course of the Owenacree river has 
been diverted in many places, and in other places it has been much 
deepened. 

One of the most serious results of the catastrophe is the partial 
filling up of a valuable limestone quarry, which was worked by the 
landlord, the Earl of Kenmare, for the advantage of the inhabitants 
of the locality, who are obliged to use lime largely for agricultural 
purposes. Many men have been regularly employed in quarry- 
ing, but it will be impossible to resume work until ■ the 

peat deposit has been removed. Meanwhile, however, the 
landlord has offered employment to tho workmen who had been 
employed in the quarry. The removal of the peat will, it is estimated, 
cost not less than five hundred pounds. 

A charitable fund has been started for the relief of those who have 
been injured, and I understand that up to this date a sum of about 
£450 has been collected. Not much has yet been spent, and I believe 
it has not been decided how the fund shall he applied. So far, I am 
informed, orders for provisions only have been issued to those few 
families whose potatoes were swept away or covered by the flow. 
The fund would be most valuable for supplying the wants of those 
people whose lands to any serious extent will not be available for 
tillage or grazing this year. 

The injuries outside the congested districts have been mainly confined 
to the extensive flooding of some farms on Mr. Coltsman’s estate some 
distance below Aunagh Bridge between it and the Bower Lake of 
Killarney, into which the river Bleak fulls after receiving the waters 
of its tributary, the Owenacree, or Quagmire, tho stream into which 
the peat-flow discharged itself. From the hog to Annagh Bridge is a 
distance of three miles and a quarter, and it is about ten miles from 
the bridge to the Lower Lake. The road and tho small bridge at 
Annagh acted as a dam where the peat stream was widest, ancl much 
peat was deposited above the road and also for a little below it, where 
a change occurs in the conditions of tho natural watercourse. 

I was accompanied by Mr. Singleton Goodwin, County Surveyor, 
and we were so fortunate as to have with us Colonel Kirkwood, Local 
Government Inspector, and Mr. Jones, District Inspector, R.I.C. 
Both these gentlemen, as well as Mr. Goodwin, had previously 
investigated the results of the peat-flow and tho injuries caused to the 
owners of farms. Besides explaining matters on the ground, they 
also placed at my disposal the statistics which they had tabulated. 
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Sergeant King, R.I.C., who was on duty at the scene of the accideEt 
since it occurred, also gave me much assistance, and described, with 
much feeling and with remarkable c'eamess, the various incidents that 
happened.
